Reality andGreatnefs of itz from the Per/everance of fo goodly 
Numbers. 2. That fuch Numbers of the chief Friends and 
Premoters of the Work have been enabled to behave fo to- 
wards the chief bettors of thefe Hindrances of it, as muft 
I think, oblige candid People not to confound them, but 
to diftinguifh them from one another, as different and con- 
tending Parties ; in which Conflict it is, I hope, a Token for 
Good, that the former have been enabled to mingle fo much 
Meeknefs, wih their Steddinefs againft the latter.

The Corners where the Revival, with which the most 
HiGu has favour’dus, has appeared moft remarkably, are 
as follows, (1) CAMBUSLANG tothe South of this City, 
where, befides the People of that Congregation itfelf, Num- 
bers from other Places have reap’d fo much Benefit. (2) 
KiLtsyTH and neighbouring Cangregations,to the North & Eajt 
of us, to the Number of fix: in one of which, viz. Cumber- 

nauld, tho’ the Work did not perhaps make fo very quick 
Progrefs as in fome others, yet fora long Time it had no 
confiderable Interruption : And this is the Cafe ftill fo far as 
I know, nor isit very long fince I had good Account of it. 
The remote/? of the fix Congregations | am {peaking of are 
not above ten Miles from us, I mean as to their ParifhChur- 
ches. (3) St. NINIANS, a very large and populous Con- 
gregation contiguous to Sterlin (which Town is about 18 
Miles feom us) and Gargunnock lying near it. (4) MuTHIL 
about 11 or 12 Ailes North from Stirlin, and feveral neigh- 
bouring Congregations. I think it was laft Spring that | had

355 
that Corner was reafonably computed then to amount to about 
or above five Hundred : And the Work there has made con- 
fiderable Progrefs fince. It feems indeed to be the Corner 
where the Work is at prefent, and has been for fome Time 
moft flourifhing. The Minifer befides his eminent Piety 
and Solidity, is alfo of confiderable Age and Experience. 
(5) Torrysurn and CARNock ; of which,at leaft of the 
former, you have fomeAccounts from your pious and learned 
young Correfpondent. 

In May or April laft, refrefhing Letters came hither from 
a worthy Miniffer at ABERDEEN “above 100 Miles Northand 
Eaf? from us, concerning a Revival in a Corner about 100 
Miles North from them, tho’ not therefore 200 Adtles Narth 
from us,in theShire orCounty of Ross. We long’d forCon- 
firmation, which came not long after, by fome Miniiters 
from thofe Parts, who were going to the General Affembly, 
but firft vifited Afuthil, Kilfyth and Cambuflang ; and in their 
Way to the Place lait mentioned favour’d me with theit 
Converfation, and told that the Revival in their Bounds, 
which had been chiefly remarkable fince Novemper latt feem’d 
toextend lefs or more to about ten or eleven Parijhes : And 
was not attended, at Jeait in any confiderab! : Degree with 
the bodily Diftrefies which fome, and indeed iat fant, i our 
Weft Country have been affected with. Mr. Robe had pre- 
vail’d on fome of them to fend more particular Accounts af- 
tirwards, which are much long’d for. Tho’ a7 were folid 

cautious Men, far from aby: f to hyperbolicalW ays of {peak- 
ing 5 it was with uncommon Expreffions of joy ful Admira- 
tion that they difcrib’d the Setisfattion they had the Friday's

Fruits of infinite Mercy, ought to be denied or diminifhed ; it 
muft be acknowledged, our gracious Lorn has not left us 
without fuch Tokens for Good, as thofe abovementioned. 
I tiever had near fo many coming to me for privateInftruction 
about the State of their Souls as turthin thefe iwo Yeari. 

Notwithftanding of Jnflances of Backflidings, which we 
behov’d always to lay ouf Account with, efectally among 
thofe even in whom the Judgnient ofCharity could difcerh lit- 
tle or nothing but mere Conviction, without comfortable 
Evidences of their clofing with Crurist, or theit being duly 
intent on that main Point: Yet as to thofe who gave the 
probable Evidences of faving Faith and of Love, aceording to 
iriy beft Informations and Obfervations, fuch a Number feem 
to perfevere as | think may be reckon’d the Generality ; or 4 
great Majority. 

About the Beginning of this Revival, in conferring and 
reafoning about it ; it was fometimies argued that tho’ only 
the Aalf, or ibsrd Part, or any Part bearing a confiderablePro- 
portion to the whole of inch a Number, fhould evidence Sin- 
cevity by Perfeverance ; it ought to be citeermed an extraor- 
dinary tnfiance of the Succefi of the Gofpel: New after {uch

E have ftill blefied be Gop good News to write from 
our Parts: Tho’ there be not fucha difcernable

et I am well informed that much Good is doing at hoth 

laces : Some are awakened and brought to a Senfe _ of their 

Sin and Mifery, and many more -ettal slithed and cc din 

the Ways of God, and filled withPeace and nis in beltevi: 

Ordinances continue to be much better attended in mo/t } of 

our Congregations tham formerly. Societies forPrayer are fill 

kept up, and in many Piaces encreafing : All which is Ground 
of much Thankfulnefs. Oppofers indeed and fuch as view 

Things fuperficially, conclude, that - is in a good Meature 

over: but they are very much miftaken ; which a nearer 

View of the Cafe, were they at all inclined to take, would 

eafily convince them of. But tho’ this be the Scituation of 

Things in our Part of theCountry ; yet we are informed upon 

the beit Authority, to wit, theMinifters themfelves concerned, 

that the Work of Gon is prevailing much in other Parts of 
it. At Aduihell a Parifh about thirty Miles Northward of 

Gla/gow, and /everal other Places of that Neighbourhood, there 

has been, and fill is, a remarkable Di/play of Gop’s Power 

and Grace in the Conviti on and Conver/ion of Sinners.

Falfhhood, Mitreprefentation ‘andSlander are all thought jufti- 
fyable in order to bring it into Difcredit. A flriking Inflance 
of which you have in the Letter from a Gentleman in Scotland 
to his Friend in New- England. The Author himfelf, p. 14. 
calls it @ rambling Kind of Narrative: And I canafiure you 
that in this he is not miftaken : It is wideRambling indeed, 
and goes exceedingly out of the Paths of Truth.

Extra® of a Letter from the Rev Mr.Rose of Kilfyth, 
to the Rev. Mr. Epwarps of Northampton. 


Cilfpth, Auguft 16. 1743 
Rev. Sir, and very dear Brother, 


“< E acknowledge with Praife and Thanks, the Lorn’s 
keeping his Work hitherto with us free from thofe 
Errors and Diforders, which through the Subtilty of the Ser- 
pent, and the Corruptions even of good Men, were mixed 
with it in New-EnGLANbD. As this was no more juft 
Ground of Objection againft what was among yeu being a 
a real Work of the Hoty Spirir, than the iame Things 
were againft the Work of Gop in Corinth and other Places at 
the fir/t Converfion of the Pagans, and afterwards at the Refor- 
mation from Popery 5 fo the manyAdverfaries to this bleffed 
Work here, have made ufe of all thofe Errors, Diforders and 
Blemifhes againft it there, as Objections, as if they had really 
been here. ‘The moft unfavourable Accounts from America, 
the moft fcurrilous and bitter Pamphlets, and Reprefentations 
from miftaking Brethren, were much & zealoufly propagated. 
Only it was over-ruled by Providence, that the moft of thofe 
Letters and Papers dropped what was a real Teftimony to the 
Goodnefs of the Werk, they defigned to defame and render 
odious. Many thi nking Perfons concluded from the grofs 
Calumnies forged and fpread againft the Lorp’s Work here 
within a few Miles of them, that fuch Stories from Ame- 
rica could not be much depended upon. 
What 
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What you write about the Trial of extraordinary Joys and 
Raptures by their Concomitants and Effects, is moft folid ; and 
our Praétice by all 1 know, hath been conform to it. It 
hath been in the ftrongeft Manner declared, that no Degree of 
fuch rapturous Joys evidenced them to be from Gon, unlefs 
they led to Gon, and carried with them thofe Things which 
accompany Salvation. Such conditional Applications of the 
Promifes of Grace and Glory as you juftly recommend, hath 
been all along our Manner. A bol aly Fear of Caution and 
Watchfulnefs hath been much prefled upon the Subjects of 
this Work who pene to believe through Grace. And 

what is greatly comfortable, and Reafon of great Praife to 
our Gop is,that there is as vet known to me in thefe Bounds 
no certain Inftance of what can be called Ap. ftacy ; and not 
above fourlnftances of any who have fallen into any grofs Sin. 

As to the State and Progrefs of this blefled Work here and 
in other Places, it is as follow eth. Since the Account given 
in the feveralPrints of my Narrative,which I underftand is or 
will be at Beffon; the awakening of fecure Sinners hath and 
doth continue in thisCongregation ; but not in fuchMultitudes 
as laft Year ; neither can it be reafonably expected. W hat 
is Ground of Joy and Praife is,that there fcarce hath been tzwa 
or three/Vceks but wherein I hav e fome lnjiance of Perfons newly 
awakened, betides feveral come to my Knowledge who have 
been awakened and appear in a moft hopeful State, before 
they were knowntome. Of whichI had an Inftance Y¥e/- 
terday of a Girl awakened as fhe faith in Ogtcber laff. I 

have at writing this, an Inftance of a // oman who appears to 
have attained a good Iffue of her awakening laft Year ; 
tho’ I fuppofed it had come to nothing, through her inter- 
mitting tocome tome of along Time. ‘There is this Dif- 
ference in this Pari/h betwixt the Awakening af? Year and 
now ; that none of their Bodies have been affected by their 

Fears in a convulfive or hyfteric Way ; and yet the in- 
ward Diftrefs of fome of them hath been very fharp. Ihave 
feen two or three who have fainted under Apprehention of the 
Hiding of Gop’s Face, or their having reccived the Lord’s 
Supper unworthily. In fome of the ne/ghbouring Congregatir 
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where thi: blefied Work wes /4/? Yiar, there are Inttances of 
atfcernable Awakenings this Stoner. Sathe large Parith of 
St. NINIANS to the North a this, was witnefs to the a- 


wakening of fame and converted with others awatened, middle 
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of Fuly lat. Inthe Parifh of Sintarié to the We? of St. 
Nintans there were feveral newly awakened at the giving the 
Lord’s Supper, End of July. In Garcu sy 
KitLern farthet North and Wef, the Lorn’s Work 
yet difcernable. At MutiHet which is about twenty Piles 
North from this ; the Minifter wrote me about the Adidas 
of ‘July, that this blefled Work which hath appeared there

{pread into other Parifbes and reacheth even to the Highlands 
bordering upon that Parifh.
